"Wb like lo get as many different colours as possibte. although 
we abvays have some whl-te fleeces to oSO for dyeing.' eays Ann. 
All of the sheep are kopt organically and Ehe flock size varies Fiorn 
year to year depending on need and the success of the lambing. 

Shear delights 

The bearing is a whole family task. 'Most of the sheep ere well 
behaved, but we do have the odd one that takea a couple of us to 
oontroir says Betdty. Hand shears am tba tool of choice for 
shearing. “We juat find them easisf - but we do have an oU 
etectrio ast that we hope Id overhaul and use in the future.'' says

It is 
ready to be wound into skeins^ This is done irsing the comicafly 
named 'niddy- noddy.' b simple wooden frame that adds a twist to 
the skein to keep it wound neatly: 

Colours of nature 

Mol oil of the wool is dyed: several of the deeoes carry lovely 
rsltiral colours end have no need of extra colour. Howevar. most 



of the white Heeces from the farm go on to be dyed, either willb 
natural or synihetic dyeS- 

Mon.y plants found naturally on Skye can be used for dyeing. In 
the spring, Ann and Becky gather gorsa flowers and In the 
eucnmef they collect heather, tan^, brecken and megdowsweet 
mot. In the autumn and winter, [hey pick lichen. The lichen can be 
picJted at any time of year but they prefer ip leave it until the 
ether dyestuffs are out of season. 

Ann used onion skins to demonstrate the dyeing process to me. 
Initrelly the skains oF wcwjl were soaked in a mordant solut+on of 
alum, which is a mixtuie Of aluminium and potassium sulphates. 

and cream of tartar. 
Having been left to 
soak ovemigiii, the 
solution was then 
brought to the boil 
and left to one side. 
Whilst this was 

ajaldng. the onion skins were boiled in plain water on a gas stove in 
!he garden. "A fat of peopte S*e haippy to do [hear dyeing in the 
kitchen, but as some of the imaterisls a» potentisJly hami^l. I prefer 
to dd mine outside IF Ihe weather is good ttr m the firsft workshop if 
it's raifiir^g.'" explains Ann. “It's iost a case of being careful, using 
gloves when you handte the harmful rnatertals and Keeping them 
away From food is just common senee.’^ Wheni the skeins have 
soaked for long enough, they are irensferred to the onion ^\tt 
sotution to boil; Ibis es when the wod takes m the new ccAonf.

"Whencrver 
frierKte or family ane Etpecling a new anlvaL we Pave baby bonnets 
or booties oo the go, -Srid when scmaone brings a new Idea to of^t 
dub we usually have a go ^ th*t.“ explains Anp. "yum tackJJes the 
difficult pattorna, but Ttn always knitting scarves!" laughs Becky. 

Ann often creates g&nments of her own design, inspired by the 
Island landscepe. "I often take a pattern as the basis ol an idea 
and then adapt it to my own needs and taste. For the ctJou-rs, if 
I've seen a stormy ^ over a heather covered hill arKf the coloons 
go welJ together, then I'M try to (ncorjMrale them into the design." 

Producing wool from th&lr own sheep offers advanEages as 
ffl^jpialns, "It gives us the chance to sort the vary softest parts of ifie 
ffeece to*" baby dotPies, then the heavier paria get used For chunS^ 
winter jufripenj. Wte somatimeg gee a pattern end think 'so-and^so'e 



fleece wodd be good for tPiaE" and wait know stf^iigKt away whether 
or not it has the right pit>pertiegu“ This can also havo added benefits, 
as Aflrt recalls. "I'd starlcd a boautifuf jumper ow ^^r and jusl a$ I 
wga getting to Ilia end. I r^n out of wod. I dichri't even need o whcte 
ball to finish it. but I Piad to wail until the next year aFter ahesring to 
get IE lucki^ I kriew wi^h sheep It wm From!" 

Both Ann and Becky hgve moro Ehao one project undervyoy. "I'm 
weaving a scarf with souie of Ctir wool and Vm just abovl to (fniish 
knilLing a bsg I like makir^ Ehe bag? because they're simple but 
you can add embf^llistimenls to make each one diffenenl,'' says 
Becky. “I'm knitting a pelr of socks on four navies with some wool 
Ihet I spun recently and I’ve ju^t prepared our last prr 2 o fleece for 
spinning, go thgt will be the fwsxt job efter these socks," says Anrt. 

I esked Ann and Beeky whelher being Sn iheir island location 
macje e difference to their knits ing. “^Probabay not in a practical 
scnsa,“ says Ann, "the Scottish ialands CFg fonte^l for their 
■^voollen wear, Jumpora From Arran, the Stietlamf sbgwis and Harris 
Tweed- As for as I Puiow. Skye ia^i't associated vdlh any pgfticuler 
garnnerU, but it obviously has a. long spanning gnd knitting history 
and It's wonderful to be a part of that traditfon." Becky takes a 
Similar v^. "It's made a difference to me. I probably wouldn’t be 
knifting at nil if we hadn’t como hgie. It's a part oF i$fand life and 
I'd feot as though I wbs missing out if I involved in it."
